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CONDITIONS OF SALE 


1. The Cattle will be exposed separately according to the numbers in the 
following Catalogue. The Auctioneers reserve the right to refuse any bid 
without assigning any reason. The highest offerer of each lot will be pre- 
ferred to the purchase—each offer exceeding the former by at least one 
guinea. 


2. Immediately after each purchase is declared, the risk of the animal shall 
be exclusively with the Buyer, and it is declared that until a settlement shall 
be made in terms of these Conditions the delivery of the animal shall be 
suspended. The right of property shall not pass until the price is paid. 


3. Immediately after the Sale all lots must be paid for in cash to the 
Auctioneers. The price being paid, each lot shall be taken away at the 
Buyers’s expense within one day after the sale thereof, except in the case 
of animals for re-test or export, which will be kept free of charge until re- 
tested, or shipment is available. Lots shall only be removeable from the 
Auctioneers’ possession on a written order from their clerk, and any lot 
removed in contravention of this condition may be recovered brevi manu by 
the Auctioneers. 


4. Should any Buyer fail to pay for and remove his purchase in compliance 
with the above Conditions, the Auctioneers in their option may either (a) sue 
the Buyer for the price and interest thereon at the rate of Six per Centum 
per Annum and for the keep of, and any other expense incurred by them in 
connection with such purchase, or (b) re-sell the Lot either publicly or 
privately and recover from the defaulting Buyer the deficiency (if any) 
attending such re-sale and interest thereon as aforesaid together with the 
keep and all other expenses.

he Bapton Herd has for many years, been one of the most distinguished

of both the cattle and their pedigrees, have made Bapton a cornerstone of 
the cattle-breeding World. 


The Herd was founded in 1867 at Bapton Manor Farm, Wiltshire, and 
in 1890, when the late Amos Cruickshank gave up his famous Sittyton Herd, 
one half went to Collynie, and the other half to Bapton. After having moved 
a few times, the Herd, in May, 1955, was transferred from Delaware to 
Cairnbrogie, quite near to Sittyton, where the stock had come from sixty- 
five years earlier.

MacGillivray. Calved 22nd February, 1950—sire. Kirkton Baronet 
(335904); dam, (318953) Rcthes Carlotta by Naemoor Marshal 
(345049). 


Won Ist prize at Perth, 1951. Purchased for 5000 gns. He contained 
the blood of three of the greatest sires of all time, namely, Kirkton Baronet, 
Cruggleton Perfect, and Calrossie Randolph. He proved an outstanding sire 
in the Bapton Herd. His first crop of calves gained him the honour of top 
breeding sire of Britain, 1953. His sons have won many prizes, and have 
sold as follows:—Bapton Aurora, 5000 gns.; Bapton Control, 3800 gns.; 
Bapton Field Boy, 3500 gns.; Bapton Hercules, 3000 gns.; Bapton Golden 
Miller, 2800 gns.; Bapton Grand National, 2500 gns.; and Bapton Cup Final, 
2500 gns. Bapton Aurora sired Bapton Controller, supreme champion at 
Perth; and the champion group of three by one sire, which averaged £3710 
each, and gave Bapton Aurora the honour of top breeding sire, 1957.

Used for a season at Calrossie before being exported at a high figure to 
Mr. John Davies, Australia. His dam, Calrossie Pauline Pearl, was femaie 
champion at the Royal Highland Show in 1950, and is one of the best 
daughters of Kirkton Baronet at Calrossie. Another of her sons, Calrossie 
Ocean Wave (by Calrossie Welcome), was also used for a season at Cai- 
rossie, and then sold for 7000 gns. to Mr. M‘Gowan, Maclyn Plantation, 
U.S.A. Both the Calrossie Highland Pride and Calrossie Ocean Wave females 
are proving outstanding breeders. Calrossie Cupbearer won Ist prize at Perth 
in 1948, and was a member of all the champion groups. He was retained as 
a stock bull and, at Perth in 1950, with his first crop of calves, he was the top 
breeding sire of the year.

Sold privately to Mr. Louis Cadesky, Louada Manor Farms, Ontario, 
Canada, for the record price of 15,000 gns. He was used on some of the best 
females in the Herd before being exported, and his calves show great promise. 
His dam was purchased from her breeder, Mr. Finlay MacGillivray, for 1100 
guineas when six months old. Bapton Constructor was her first calisener 
second, Bapton Cairnbrogie, won the December class at Perth, 1957, and was 
a member of the group which won the Auctioneers’ Challenge Cup for the 
best three bulls, and the Lovat Cup for the best five bulls, and he made the 
top price of 7000 gns. to Mr. Sandy Cross, Calgary, Canada. Aldie Augusta 
Johanna is only four years old, and her two bulls to date have realised 
£23,000, surely a record for a female of this age of any breed. Aldie 
Jonathan Adonis, junior champion at Perth, was by the 5000-gns. Calrossie 
Adonis, a son of the great Kirkton Baronet, and is of exactly the same breed- 
ing as Calrossie Grand National.

£3665 10/- for thirteen at Perth in 1952. His sons include Glamis Grand 
Slam, sold for 5500 gns.; Glamis Newsreel, 3000 gns.; Glamis Gay Monarch, 
2300 gns.; Glamis Double Dash, 2200 gns.; Glamis Gay Gordon, 1700 gns.; 
Glamis Rothes Knight, 1600 gns.; Glamis Grand Monarch, sold for 90,000 
pesos; and Glamis Bold Monarch, sold for 85,000 pesos. Sons of Calrossie 
Highland Monarch won all the group prizes at Perth in 1955, as well as the 
reserve junior chamionship, and also the champion and reserve at Aberdeen. 
The daughters of Calrossie Highland Monarch are very favourably com- 
mented upon by Breeders who have seen them. Calrossie Goldie Lass, an 
outstanding female, is closely related to the 10,100-gns. Calrossie Highland 
Piper, who is breeding so well for Mr. Sandy Cross, Calgary, Alberta, Canada.

Won the Argentine Cup at the Royal Show, Windsor, 1949. One of the 
greatest sires of his time. Among his many high-priced offspring was Bapton 
Upright, used for a season at Bapton, where he sired Bapton Commando, 
Messrs. Anderson’s well-known, good breeding stock bull. Bapton Upright, 
Ist prize at Perth, was purchased for Pittodrie at 3200 gns., where he proved 
an oustanding sire. He sired the 14,500-gns. Perth champion in 1946, and the 
14,000-gns. Pittodrie Uprise. He was the top breeding sire of that year, 
setting up a record of over £7000 each for his crop of calves. This is a record 
which has never been beaten by a bull of the breed. Bapton Air Pilot also 
sired the Beaufort stock bull, Bapton Battleship; the 3500-gns. Bapton Navi- 
gator; the 3000-gns. Bapton Historian; and the 3400-gns. Bapton Air Guide. 
Among his many outstanding females was Bapton Actress 10th, female chain- 
pion at the Highland; female and reserve champion at the Royal, and sup- 
reme champion at the Great Yorkshire, in 1949, 


KIRKTON BARONET (335904), red roan, bred by the late K. P. 
MacGillivray. Calved 7th March, 1944—sire, Lawton Field Marshal 
(314137); dam, (230682) Golden Beautiful by Calrossie Broadhooks 
Bounty (284416). 


A sire that has done more to rectify the heads of the breed in recent years 
than any other. Both he and his sons topped the lists of breeding sires for 
many years. One of his greatest assets was his magnificent head and 
character, which he passed on to his progeny. His sons include such notabie 
bulls as Calrossie Cupbearer; the 6000-gns. Calrossie Pibroch; Kirkton Chal- 
lenger; Kirkton Dragon; Kirkton Drum-Major,; the 3000-gns. Calrossie 
Baronet; Calrossie Controller; Calrossie Contribution; Calrossie Highland 
Leader: Calrossie Ramsden Baronet; Calrossie Atlantic Wave; the 6000-gns. 
Calrossie Good News; the 8000-gns. Calrossie Rescue; the 5000-gns. Cal- 
rossie Adonis: the 5000-gns. Kirkton Hercules; the 4000-gns, Phopachy Hop 
Scotch; and many others. His females are breeding exceptionally well, and 
include Calrossie Pauline Pearl, female champion at the Royal Highland 
Show in 1950, and practically all the prize-winning and high-priced sons of 
Calrossie Welcome have been out of Kirkton Baronet dams. This year, two 
of his grandsons topped the list of breeding sires.

Undoubtedly one of the greatest 
sons of the world-renowned Calrossie Welcome, and his dam is perhaps the 
best female by Kirkton Baronet at Calrossie. Calrossie Constellation has 
just completed the 1957 Show circuit undefeated. His wins include supreme 
champion at the Royal Highland, the Royal, the Great Yorkshire, the Royal 
Lancashire, Ellon, Turriff, and Keith Shows. His first calf, Bapton Ramsden 
Julitha, won the female championship at the Royal Show this year. His 
second calf, Bapton Constructor, was sold to Louada Manor Farms, Ontario, 
for the record price of 15,000 gns. His sons, in 1956, averaged over 5000 gns., 
and twelve sold to date in 1957 have averaged over 2600 gns., including the 
top price at Perth in 1957, Bapton Cairnbrogie, sold to Mr. Sandy Cross, 
Alberta, for 7000 gns., thus making Calrossie Constellation the second top 
breeding sire in 1957.

Cruggleton Guthrie was sold at the Cruggleton Dispersal for 4000 gns. to 
Edellyn Farms and Almerhurst Farms, U.S.A. While awaiting shipment, he 
was used in the Beaufort Herd, and with his sons at Perth in 1955, he was the 
second top breeding sire of his year. He is a full brother to the 4000-gns. 
Cruggleton Godwin, used with success at Cluny Castle. Cruggleton Braemar 
was the sire of Cruggeton Pentland Firth, sold to Beaufort for 4000 guineas, 
in which Herd he was an outstanding success, being the sire of Beaufort Bull- 
dozer, top breeding sire at Perth in 1955, and one of the greatest sires ever 
exported to the U.S.A. A full brother to Cruggleton Pentland Firth, Cruggle- 
ton Bonn, was used with great success at Kinellar for three seasons before 
being exported to Messrs. Lithgow & Ross, Australia, where he has recently 
sired the supreme champion at the Sydney Royal Show. Cruggleton Adjuster 
was a well-known winner in his day, being male champion at the Royal 
English Show at York in 1948.

26th February, 1956—sire, Calrossie Constellation (396200); dam, 
(303167) Beaufort Augusta 3rd by Bapton Battleship (316198). 


Bapton Cornerstone is uterine brother to Bapton Aurora, sold privately to 
Sefior Ellisondo, Argentina, for 5000 gns. He was used on three females 
before being exported, and the three calves of these matings, all bulls, won a 
Ist, 2nd, and 3rd prize at Perth in 1957; and senior and supreme champion 
and the Pittodrie Cup for the three best bulls by one sire. These three 
averaged £3,710. Beaufort Augusta 3rd is one of the greatest Shorthorn 
matrons alive to-day. She was supreme champion at the Royal Show, Lin- 
coln, 1947, and has been an outstanding breeder. Among her many notable 
sons is Corrimony Golden Sovereign, stock bull with the Anderson Brothers 
for many years. Bapton Battleship, used with great success at Beaufort, was 
one of the famous Bapton Air Pilot’s best breeding sons. Next sires in line 
are the famous Cruggleton Willingdon, Garguston Sovereign (sire of Cruggle- 
ton Perfect), Bridgebank Rosedene, one of Collynie Royal Leader’s best sons, 
and Balcairn Baronet, a bull that did a lot for the Cruggleton Herd in its 
earlier years.

Purchased for the Glamis Herd at 5600 gns., he has developed magnificently, 
and is undoubtedly one of the best young bulls in service to-day. Calrossie 
Crocus Count (by Calrossie Welcome) is surely one of the greatest stock bulls 
of the present day. In the Anderson Brothers’ Herds he has produced many 
famous bulls. At Perth, in 1954, he sired Burnton Bankbook, the supreme 
champion, sold for 7300 gns. to Beaufort, and Burnton Rowan, junior cham- 
pion and reserve supreme at same Sale, sold for 5000 gns. to Sefior Duggan, 
Argentine. In 1957, Crocus Count sired the reserve junior champion, Morphie 
Olympic, and his sons won the reserve for the group of three by one sire.

He was reserve senior champion at Perth in 1949, and later in the year 
was supreme champion at the Royal Highland and Royal English Shows. 
He has been one of the most outstanding stock bulls of recent years. His 
sons have aggregated over £130,000, and include two Perth champions. Not 
only has Calrossie Welcome proved an outstanding breeder, but his sons are 
carrying on that great tradition both at home and overseas. In Canada and 
the U.S.A., Calrossie Armada, Calrossie Prefect, Calrossie Highland Piper, 
and Calrossie White Emblem are the top breeding sires. In Australia, the 
1955 Perth champion, Calrossie Paramount, sold to Kyalla Pty. for 8500 gns., 
and at home, Calrossie Crocus Count, Calrossie Hyperbole, Calrossie High- 
land Monarch, Calrossie Constellation, and many others, are right at the top 
of the breeding sires list. His females, at Calrossie and elsewhere, are equally 
outstanding. Calrossie Harmony (by Glastullich Fortress) won Ist prize at 
the Royal, 1947. Cruggleton Perfect, too well known to need any comment, 
was one of the greatest sires ever produced in that famous Herd. 


CRUGGLETON ANNEXE (328335), white, bred by the late A. J. Marshall. 
Calved 10th May, 1943—sire, Cruggleton Brunel (315414); dam, 
(220684) Augusta Lesme by Cruggleton Prince Favourite (250114). 


Cruggleton Annexe won the Argentine Breeders’ Cup at the R.A.S.E. Show 
in 1947, and was the sire of the heifer, Princess Colleen, sold to Pittodrie for 
2000 guineas, and of the good breeding bull, Cruggleton Assheton, who sired 
Cruggleton Elvin, Ist and junior champion at the Royal Highland and Ist at 
the R.A.S.E. Shows in 1949, and he, in turn, sired the great Cruggleton Bal- 
moral. Cruggleton Assheton also sired Cruggleton Raeside. Cruggleton 
Annexe also sired the dams of such renowned bulls as Cruggleton Pandelus, 
sold at Perth m 1951 for 5500 gns.; Cruggleton Purdon, sold at Perth in 1952 
for 2100 gns.; and Cruggleton Leishman, sold at Perth in 1952 for 3000 gns. 
He is of exactly the same breeding as the great Calrossie Welcome, and Bap- 
ton Enterprise, who was sold in the Argentine for £12,000 in 1953—a record 
price for an imported bull. They all trace back to one of the greatest Show 
cows of all time, Augusta Melissa, champion at the Highland, the R.A.S.E., 
and Great Yorkshire Shows in her day.

Purchased from his breeders when eight weeks old for 5000 gns., believed 
to be a record price for a calf of this age of any breed. Gallant Marshal, by 
Frimus Gallant out of Jealous Edna (by Cruggleton Perfect) was the most 
successful sire at Perth in 1956. Nine bulls sired by him gained three Ist 
prizes, reserve senior champion, and reserve junior champion. They won all 
the group prizes, and one of his sons, Kinellar Napoleon, sold for the top 
price of 8500 gns. The nine bulls averaged £2911 each. At Perth in 1957, he 
sired the reserve group of five bulls. Rena Beauty, surely one of the greatest 
matrons alive to-day. was bought for 900 gns, at the Cruggleton Dispersal 
Sale. She is the dam of Cruggleton Bentham, used with success in Messrs. 
Cadzow’s Duncrahill Herd; Cruggleton Burly, used at Harviestoun; and the 
famous Cruggleton Balmoral, one of the greatest sires ever bred by the 
master breeder. the late Mr. A. J. Marshall, and used with great success in 
both the Chapelton and Erimus Herds. 


CALROSSIE RANDOLPH (275440), dark roan, bred by John & D. P. 
MacGillivray. Calved 30th November, 1935-—sire, Calrossie Grand 
National (268893); dam, (160065) Calrossie Miss Rosebud by Glas- 
tullich Waverley (237381). 


One of the greatest sires the breed has ever produced. His sons include 
such famous bulls as Calrossie Napoleon, whose calves have made the high- 
est aggregate of all time in Argentina, when he was stock bull in the famous 
El-Cantor Herd, and his offspring won many prizes and championships at 
Palermo, and his females were equally outstanding; Calrossie Endeavour, his 
full brother. who did so much for the Kirkton Herd; Calrossie Prince Peter, 
supreme champion at Perth in 1940; Calrossie Sweepstake, used with great 
success at Uppermill, where he sired a Perth champion; Calrossie High 
Finance, successfully used and shown by Kinellar; Calrossie Cavalcade and 
Calrossie Instructor, both famous sires in the Argentine. The lovely headed, 
smooth-fleshed females he has left have been the mainstay of the Calrossie 
Herd for many years past. Typical specimens are Calrossie Augusta Jewel, 
supreme champion at the Royal Show at Oxford in 1950, and Calrossie 
Honora Broadhooks, Ist at the Royal Show at York in 1948, and dam of the 
weli-known Naemoor stock bull, Calrossie Baronet.

Bapton Carry On won Ist prize, Argentine Cup, and reserve male cham- 
pion at the Royal Show in 1948; supreme champion at the Great Yorkshire 
Show in 1950 In 1951, he won the Calrossie Cup at the Royal Show at Cam- 
bridge; supreme champion at the Royal Welsh and Royal Lancashire Shows. 
In 1953, he won Ist prize at the Royal Highland, and Ist prize and reserve 
male champion at the Royal. His sire, Bapton Air Pilot, was one of the 
greatest bulls the breed has ever produced, both his male and female ofl- 
spring being outstanding. His blood has been very prepotent, and traces 
through a lot of the best pedigrees to be found in the breed to-day. Bapton 
Augusta 21st was a great cow of this famous family, which has produced 
many high-priced and Show animals in the Bapton Herd. Cluny Edgar Com- 
mand, by the 2000-gns. Calrossie Command, was used with such great success 
in the Cluny Castle Herd.

His sire, Chapelton Chieftain, perhaps 
the best son of the noted Cruggleton Balmoral, won the Calrossie Cup and 
the Hugh Cornwallis Maude Trophy at the Royal Show in 1956..° Cruggle- 
ton Balmoral, one of the greatest sires of recent times, was used with great 
success in the Chavelton Herd before going to Captain R. S. de Q. Quincey’s 
Frimus Herd. One of his sons, Bapton Balmoral, was sold to Millhills at 
Perth in 1956 for 2400 gns., and was re-sold at the Millhills Dispersal for 
5500 gns. to Calrossie and Glastullich. Chapelton Commando’s dam, Pearl 
Clipper, is one of the sweetest females in the Chapelton Herd. Henesike, 
Cruggleton Peart, is now stock bull in the famous Herd of Senor Enrique 
Santamarina, Argentina. Cruggleton Peart was a son of Cruggleton Elvin, 
who won Ist prize and junior champion at the Royal Highland Show, and 
Ist prize at the R.A.S.E. Show, 1949, and the sire of the noted Cruggleton 
Balmoral.

Bapton Battleship was purchased for the Beaufort Herd for 1400 gns., and 
and was undoubtedly one of the best sires ever used in that Herd. He was 
the sire of the 1948 reserve junior champion at Perth, Beaufort Boludo, sold 
for 4000 gns. to Messrs. Anderson Brothers, in whose Herds he was a most 
successful sire. Bapton Battleship is also the sire of Beaufort Augusta 3rd, 
supreme champion at the R.A.S.E. Show, 1947, and the dam of Bapton 
Aurora, tov breeding sire of 1957, one of whose sons, Bapton Controller, was 
supreme champion at Perth this year. Beaufort Augusta 3rd was also the 
dam of Corrimony Golden Sovereign. Another daughter of Bapton Battleship 
was the 1200-gns. Beaufort Orange Talisman, dam of two Chicago Inter- 
national Grand Champions. He was also the sire of the 1000-gns. Beaufort 
Eliza Margaret, purchased for Bapton when one year old, and reserve female 
champion at the Cambridge Royal in 1951. Bapton Battleship was fuil 
brother to the famous Bapton show cow, Bapton Actress 10th, undefeated 
female of Britain in 1949. 


CALROSSIE GOOD NEWS (368449), red roan, bred by John & D. P. 
MacGillivray. Calved 22nd March, 1948—sire, Kirkton Baronet 
(335904): dam, (250934) Calrossie Flossy Rose by Lawton President 
Roosevelt (308482). 


Won Ist prize in his class at Perth in 1949, reserve junior champion, and a 
member of all the championship groups. He sold to Saltoun for 6000 gns., 
in which Herd he proved an outstanding success, not only by his sons, but 
his females in the Saltoun Herd are outstanding. He is regarded as one of 
Kirkton Baronet’s best-fleshed sons, and has such outstanding sires as Cal- 
rossie Randolph and Calrossie Control at the top of his pedigree. One of his 
most notable sons was Saltoun Silver King, winner of Ist prize and reserve 
senior champion at Perth in 1954, sold to Mr. James Schofield for 4200 gns. 
for Sefor Delfino, Argentina. Another famous son, Leveldale Good News, 
had a very oustanding show career in the hands of Messrs. Mathers, U.S.A. 
Calrossie Good News was purchased for the Bapton Herd in 1956 to replace 
Kirkton Hercules, after the latter had died. A full sister to Calrossie Good 
News was the dam of Calrossie Silver Mine, the top-price bull of his year in 
the Argentine. 
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BAPTON NORTHWARD BOUND (6423), dark roan, bred by Cecil 
Moores. Calved 26th May, 1955—sire, Calrossie Hyperbole (391674); 
dam, (397601) Fair Clipper 45th by Calrossie Highland Leader 
(352909). 


Bapton Northward Bound was born en route when the Bapton Herd 
moved from Delaware Farm, Kent, to Cairnbrogie, Aberdeenshire. His sire, 
Calrossie Hyperbole, by Calrossie Welcome, is regarded as one of the best- 
headed bulls in the breed to-day. Calrossie Hyperbole sired the 1956 Perth 
supreme champion, Glastullich Gay Lad, sold to Mr. Neville Blond, Gotwick 
Manor, Surrey, for 6100 gns. His uterine brother, Calrossie Christmas Carol, 
is being retained as a stock bull at Calrossie. Fair Clipper 45th was the un- 
defeated female in Britain in 1956. Her winnings included female and reserve 
supreme champion at both the Royal Highland and Royal English Shows, 
and supreme champion at the Great Yorkshire. She was one of the pair 
which won the Burke Trophy at the Royal Show. Calrossie Highland Leader 
was one of Kirkton Baronet’s best breeding sons. His females at Millhilis 
were outstanding, and were in great demand at the Millhills Despersal Sale 
last October. One of his daughters, Scottish Buttercup 58th, made the top 
price of 1400 gns. to the Bapton Herd. 


CALROSSIE ENDEAVOUR (297338), red, bred by Captain John 
MacGillivray. Calved 9th December, 1938—sire, Calrossie Randolph 
(275440); dam, (110144) Calrossie Rosewood Beres by Naemoor Jasper 
(217781). 


Calrossie Endeavour was one of the greatest sires ever used in the Kirkton 
Herd, and it is amazing that practically all the famous females from Kirkton 
have Calrossie Endeavour in their pedigrees. He was full brother to Cal- 
rossie Napoleon, the outstanding sire in Dr. Bonadea’s famous El-Cantor 
Herd in Argentina. Calrossie Randoloh was one of the greatest sires the 
breed ever produced. Among his famous sons were Calrossie Prince Peter, 
champion at Perth in 1940; Calrossie Sweepstake, used with great success at 
Uppermill; Calrossie High Finance; Calrossie Cavalcade; and Calrossie In- 
structor. He was renowned for his great quality and for the beautiful, 
smooth fleshing of his offspring. Two of his famous daughters are Calrossie 
Augusta Jewel, supreme champion at the Royal Show, Oxford, in 1950, and 
Calrossie Honora Broadhooks, Ist at the Royal Show, York, in 1948. This 
Rosewood family, both at Calrossie and Pittodrie, produced many outstand- 
ing specimens of the breed. Naemoor Jasper, Ist prize at Perth, where he 
was purchased for Calrossie, was one of the outstanding sires of all time. 


(U) PITTODRIE KANO (392434), red roan, bred by the Pittodrie Shorthorn 


Co., Ltd. Calved 1st February, 1952—sire, Cruggleton Raeside 
(375677); dam, (356772) Pittodrie Broadhooks Gela by Millhills Despot 
(355381). 


Pittodrie Kano won Ist prize and supreme champion at the Perth March 
Sale in 1953, where he was purchased for the Bapton Herd. He won many 
championships before being sold for 5000 gns. for export to Sefiora Matilda 
Baurin, La Pastoril, Argentina. His sire, Cruggleton Raeside, was Ist prize 
and junior champion at the Highland and R.A.S.E. Shows, and reserve male 
champion at the R.A.S.E. Show, in 1950. He won Ist prize and reserve senior 
champion at Perth in 1951, when sold for 4500 gns, to Pittodrie. Pittodrie 
Broadhooks Gela is probably the best female in the Pittodrie Herd, and her 
dam is a full sister to the 14,500-gns. Perth champion of 1946, Pittodrie 
Upright. Millhills Despot was junior champion at Perth in 1947, and was 
sold to Pittodrie for 3300 gns. Pittodrie Kano’s full brother, Pittodrie Noah, 
won 2nd prize at Perth in 1956, and was sold for 5000 gns. to Mr. Watt 
Taylor Philorth, Fraserburgh. Pittodrie Kano contains the blood of such 
famous sires as Cruggleton Perfect, Cruggleton Willingdon, and Bapton 
Upright. 
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BAPTON ELDORADO (368654), red, bred by the late J. V. Rank. Calved 
11th December, 1948—sire, Glastullich Pay Day (344292); dam, 
(305784) Bapton Princess Royal 30th by Butterfly Prince (326140). 


Bapton Eldorado, one of the most famous sires of recent time, has been 
used with great success in the Banchory Herd. He was the sire of Banchory 
Jason, stock bull at Miullhills, and winner of numerous prizes, including 
reserve male champion at the 1954 Royal Highland Show. He also sired 
Banchory Just Right, 3rd prize winner at Perth, sold for 1700 gns. to Cabana 
San Jorge, Argentina. Banchory Julian sold in the Argentine for 3200 gns.; 
Banchory Justin sold in the Argentine for 2200 gns.; Millhills Majestic sold 
for 3000 gns.; and Banchory Metaphor sold for 2900 gns. at Perth in 1955, and 
was latterly purchased by Mr. James Barron, Findowrie, for 3500 gns. 
Another son of Eldorado was Glamis Budget, winner of 2nd prize at Perth, 
1957, and sold for 2500 gns,. to Mr. James Schofield for exvort to Sefior 
Garcia Victorica, Argentina. Bapton Princess Royal 30th is one of the best 
cows in the Bapton Herd, and has such famous bulls in her line as Bapton 
Air Pilot, Bapton Aerial, Calrossie Ringleader, and Roan Robin. 


CALROSSIE CUPBEARER (352903), red, bred by John & D. P. 
MacGillivray. Calved 6th November, 1946—sire, Kirkton Baronet 
(335904); dam, (220425) Calrossie Lily Pauline by Aldie Aristocrat 
(290848). 


He was Ist at Perth in 1948, a member of the champion groups, and was 
retained as a stock bull. At Perth in 1950, with his first crop of calves, he 
won the Pittodrie Cup for the best three bulls by one sire. His sons include 
the 5000-gns. Glastullich Cupbearer; the 4800-gns. Calrossie Revenue; the 
3200-gns. Calrossie Royal Escort; the 3100-gns. Calrossie Caledonia; and the 
3000-gns. Calrossie Rosewood Fortress, reserve senior champion. His eleven 
sons at Perth averaged £2258 each, making him the undisputed top breeding 
sire of his year. He was also the sire of Calrossie Highland Pride, used for 
a season in the Calrossie Herd, and then exported to Mr. John Davies, 
Australia. One of his daughters, Calrossie Augusta Laura, was purchased 
at the Calrossie Sale in 1950 for 1600 gns., and was the dam of the £12,000 
record-priced Bapton Enterprise. Calrossie Lily Pauline, by the Perth reserve 
champion, Aldie Aristocrat, was an outstanding female, and her dam, Cal- 
rossie Lassie Pauline (by Collynie Royal Leader) was the best female on 
Calrossie for many years. 


BAPTON RINGLEADER (382672), red, bred by the late J. V. Rank, 
Calved 12th June, 1950—sire, Bapton Paragon (369663); dam, (266041) 
Millhills Eliza 2nd by Kilkea Fury (317671). 


Bapton Ringleader was a prize-winner at the Royal Highland and Royal 
English Shows in 1951. He was used in the Bapton Herd before being ex- 
ported to Mr. John MacDonald, Australia, where he is reported to be one of 
the best bulls imported there during the last number of years. Bapton 
Paragon was the best bull of his year, and was retained for a stock bull for 
the Bapton Herd. He was got by Glastullich Pay Day, and his dam was one 
of the famous old Bapton Augusta families. Millhills Eliza 2nd won ist 
prize and female champion at Perth in 1945. She was purchased for the 
Bapton Herd at 1700 gns. In her lifetime, she produced bulls which were 
sold to aggregate over £12,000. She was closely related to Lawton Fieid 
Marshal. the sire of the great Kirkton Baronet. Kilkea Fury, by Royal 
Northern, won the supreme championship at the Royal Dublin Society’s 
Show, and was purchased for Millhills for 1000 gns., where he bred extra 
well before being exported to Argentina.

Bapton Paragon was the best calf of his year, and was retained as a stock 
bull in the Banton Herd. He is the sire of Bapton Ringleader, a prize-winner 
at the Summer Shows in 1950, afterwards exported to Mr. John M‘Donald, 
Australia. Bapton Paragon’s females are amongst the best breeders in the 
Herd. Glastullich Pay Day won Ist prize at Perth in 1947, and was a mem- 
ber of all the champion groups, and was purchased for 1700 gns. He won 
2nd prize at the Royal Show, York, in 1948, and was sold for 2000 gns. for 
export to Russia. His sire, Glastullich Fortress, was one of the best breeding 
bulls of his time. He sired the 5000-gns. Glastullich Smasher, champion at 
Perth in 1947, and he also sired Glastullich Claretta, supreme champion at 
the Royal Show, York, in 1948. Bapton Augusta 29th goes back to the 
famous Show cow, Bapton Augusta IIth by Calrossie Ringleader. Lawton 
Alfred, by Collynie State Express, was used for two seasons at Bapton before 
being exported to the Argentine, 


GLASTULLICH PAY DAY (344292), dark roan, bred by Wiliiam J. 
MacGillivray. Calved 28th November, 1945—sire, Glastullich Fortress 
(321245); dam, (262710) Glastullich Augusta Polly by Lawton 
President Roosevelt (308482). 


Glastullich Pay Day won Ist prize at Perth in 1947, and was a member of 
the champion groups. Purchased for 1700 gns., he won 2nd prize at the Royal 
Show, York, in 1948, and was sold for 2000 gns. for export to Russia. Glas- 
tullich Pay Day was the sire of Banton Eldorado, who was used with such 
great success in Mr. Hugh Black’s Banchory Herd, siring such famous bul!s 
as the well-known Banchory Jason, used at Millhills; the 1700-gns. Banchory 
Just Right; the 3200-gns. Banchory Julian; the 2200-gns. Banchory Justin; 
the 3000-gns. Millhills Majestic; the 2900-gns. Banchory Metaphor; and the 
2500-gns. Glamis Budget. Glastullich Pay Day was also the sire of Bapton 
Actress 24th. dam of the 3800-gns. Bapton Control. His sire, Glastullich 
Fortress. has been one of the best breeding bulls of his time. He was the 
sire of Glastullich Smasher, champion at Perth in 1947, sold for 5000 gns. to 
Captain Rutherford, Baldowrie, and of Glastullich Claretta, supreme cham- 
pion at the Royal Show, York, in 1948.
